Allah who was fully aware of our in ton (.ions and He is aware of 
your intentions also. Our bodies have truned blue by tightness 
oF the coir Fastened around us. Listen O' Umer Saad? II is time 
oE shame for you, I have seen by putting my head on Abid's 
neck that he was burning with high fever, I know that there is 
complete void of faith and justice in Yazid's empire, that 
shameless person like Ibne Ziyad S cruel like you are his 
executives, You may see and touch my nephew as to how he 
was burning with high fever. O' sinfuf person! Even jews do 
not consider it proper to offer sacrifice ol sick sheep but you 
have imprisoned grandson of Prophet Muhammadipbuh).

Imam Zainul Abedin(a.s) said to Bibi Zainab(s.a) that what 
was lo happen has happened and it was not useful to talk if 
over more on it. Of course we desire one favour from Umar 
Saad to handover my father's head which was in our sight for 
whole night. If he acceded to our request we would happily go 
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to the court of Ibne Ziyad. There could be no other person 
more unfortunate than us that we are fastened so tlghtfy that 
we can not move even an Inch, If we say to loosen the coil 
fastening us we are sinners, if we desire to take us to my 
fathers head we are guftty. But we would request to give to us 
my father's head and I would happily go to Yazid's court with 
the head hugging with my chest close to my heart. 

Khuii replied that Imam Zainul Aabedin(a.s) was sick and 
would die before reaching Damascus, Khuii further said that 
he was more restless for reward in lieu of the head than they 
are for it. Khuii said to the Imam that the head could be 
delivered to him on the condition that ho knocks the head wflh 
his feet.

In twenty 
years the time had changed adversely and they were 
standing in the market place as prisoners. She must have 
thought, she must have pondered over it because as soon as 
Fatima binte Husain(s.s) stopped speaking she took over and 
started her speech.

Having gone through the events from Karbala to Kufa 
the readers better know about their feelings. If cannot be said 
with certainty as to how many days iI took in the journey from 
Karbala to Kufa, for how many days Caravan-e-Husairi was 
kepi in Kufa and when did ft depart for Damascus. It is, 
however, only known from historians of old time that this 
caravan while going lo Damascus reached Karbala on 20th 
Ssfar 51 Hijra. That very day the ladios held the mourning of 
Ihe martyrs of Karbala, that means Shat it was First Che hi urn 
II of Shuhda-e-Karbala on 20th Safar61 Hijra.

But Shis whole episode of going to Karbala, keeping 
the mode of transport at that time and the distance in view it 
seems a bit far-fetched because the distance between 
Karbala and Kufa is 75 Kilometers, Kufa to Damascus 960 
kilometers. Since they were taken by a circuitous route this 
visit to Karbala seems impossible. 

Of course this could be said that the Husaini Caravan 
travelled from Karbala to Kufa. Kufa lo Karbala and 
Damascus and after Damascus they may have gone to 
Madina, While going from Damascus to Madina they again 
passed through Karbala on 20th Safar 62 Hijra, the detail of 
journey is something like: 

Husaini Caravan left Karbala !or Kuta and then from 
Kufa to Damascus Via Karbala. The Caravan passing through 
different halts reached Damascus, Here, only important halts 
of Caravan have been mentioned.The readers intersted to 
know the details of Caravan may refer to I he bibliography in 
the end of this book.

Karbala:- 

From Kufa Ihe caravan reached Karbala as the first 
half on 20th Safar 61 Hijra and on that day the family of Imam 
Husain(a.s) held first Majlis and that was the first Che I urn of 
the oppressed Imam Prophet's Sahab; Hazrat Jabir bin 
Abdullah Ansari was already there on this occasion. He was 
Ihe first Zayer (Pilgrim) of Syedus Shuhada. With him was his 
companion Janabe Ata, They gave condolence to 
Abid-e-bimar (the ailing Imam Zainul Abedeen(a.s)) and kept 
weeping and mooring for a long time. 

Tikrit:- 

According to Mulla Husain Kashfi, Tikrit' (l) 11 is some 
ninety miles from Karbala. When the caravan reached there 
Shimr asked the Governor to decorate the city and give the

At that moment a man 
coming from Kufa arrived there. He narrated the truth about 
what happend in KarbEila: 

"O' people! I have just come from Kufa and 1 have seen 
these heads there, These do not belong to rebels taut to 
Imam Husainfa.s) Ibne Ali(a.s) and his devotees" Hearing this 
the people of Tikrtt became against the Khalifa's army and 
cursed them. There was a large population of Christians who 
joined the Muslims saying that they cannot support such 
heartless people. Seeing this the army decided not to enter 
the city but camped at "Dare-Urwa 11 which is situated some 
distance from Tfkrif. 

Wadi-e-Nakhla 

Mulla Husain Waiz Kashifi writes that From "Dare-Urwa". 
The caravan reached Mosul via Kahee1 <1J . According to 
Maqtal Abu Makhrtaf and Nasikhut Tawareekh this Caravan 
reached Wadi-e-Nakhla passing through Dare Urwa. They 
hatted for a night and departed the next day.

The city of Lia was very beautiful. When Shimr * 
reached there Hie citizens seeing the heads of (he martyrs 
cursed Yazid's army. They addressed them:- "O' Killers of the 
family of the Prophet(pbuh>!. leave our city. 'We will not let you 
come here". The army retaliated and killed many of them, 
looted and destroyed the oily and left tor Mosul via Kaheel. 

Mosul:- 

Mosul is a historical city and is situated in the northern pan of 
Iraq According to Mulla Husain Kashifi it is around three 
hundred twenty five miles from Kufa (1 *. Shimr Ziljoshan sent 
an advance notice to the Governor telling him that the 
victorious army was coming there with the heads of the rebels 
so the market place and all Government buildings should be 
decorated, the Governor called the citizens and asked them 
whether they would resist if he acted according to Shfmr's 
orders. They said they would not welcome them so he wrote 
back to Shimr saying that in the city there was a sizeable 
presence of those who loved and respected the Able Bayt 
and they might become hostile so the army should camp al a 
distance from the city, provisions of course would be supplied 
to them. 


fl ;■ M du ;v a I is irnpo^nl and ardent city situated on Ihe ban* at Dai la. In the 
fioarL nl ihe city is line grave o\ messenger Hazrat Jirises. 
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According to some source the people of "Aus" and 
“Khazraf tribes, numbering above Forty Thousand wanted to 
attack Yarid's army la recovei the head of Imam Husain(a.s) 
to bury. The army did not enter Mosul, 

A notable even! related with Mosul fs that when Shimr 
took down the head from the spear a drop of blood fell on the 
boulder and till late fresh blood was seen there on every 
Ashura, For its Zfaral thousands of pilgrims from the vicinity 
visited and enriched their faith in God by seeing this miracle 
of the oppressed Imam. People named the pFace as

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they had a quarrel which led to a serious fight and Suleiman J 
killed his brother. Hearing this news the Vazidi forces 
marched quickly and left the area. 

Josaq: 

It was sell I e rnent of the Jews some thirty miles tragi 
Raqa. The ruler here was Aziz. After 'Raqa Shimr with 
0 Caravan stayed in this place. 

Bashar: 

From Josaq Yazid's army reached Bashar with the 
i Caravan. This place was twenty-two miles from Josaq, 

After Josaq Yazid's army came to this thinly populated 
place, stayed for some time and left,. 

Halab: 

It is situated on the northern borders ot Syria. Halab 
was large town and this town still exists. Yazid's army with 
Caravan after Bashar reached here and was welcomed by 
Syrians. Passing through kohe Joushan and Sarrneen they 
reached Qansareen, 
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Qaosareen: | 

From Halab the caravan reached Qarisareen’^.This 
was a very populated and prosperous area. When people 
heard the army approaching they shut their doors and from

Marat Al-Noman:- 

Leaving Gansareen the army and the caravan 
reached Marat-Al-Noman where they were warmly welcomed 
by the citizens who made the provision ol their festivity, 

Sliairez:- 

When they reached Shairez one elderly resident called 
the people and said, "This army is bringing the head of the 
grandson of Iho ProphettphLUi. son of Hazrat Ali(a.s) and Bibi 
Fatimafs.a). Do not let these wretched people enter tho city. If 
they enter, we will be excluded from the Ummah of the 
Prophetfrbuiir, They then decided not to let Shimr and his 
army enter the cily and when Shimr came to know about it. he 
decided to by-pass it.

People of Ha mat also did not allow Yazid's troops lo 
enter tho city and its gates were closed.

They reached Hamas, which was a big city. The

Governor Khalid bin Sheeth welcomed the army outside tho 
gate but the people rained stones at them when they entered 
the city. They were shouting:

The Governor of this oily warmly welcomed Yazld's 
forces. The people were happy and the family of the 
Prophel(phuh) was proclaimed to public. Baalbek is now a city 
in Lebanon where HizboUah have their control, 

Hiran: 

This city is 3 miJes from Baalbek just one hall short of 
Damascus. In this very city Yazid was reveling, praying and 
recreating himself at the time when his fatherMoaviya bin 
Abu Sufryan died and Yazid carne three days after his father's 
death. According to "Rauzatul Ahbab" when the army camped 
a man named Yahya and another man inquired about the 
heads of the martyrs. When Yahya came to know that one of 
the heads was of grandson oF the prophet^m and other of 
his companions, he started invoking God's blessings on the 
holy Prophet Muhammadfolxiti) and his Ahle Bayt and cursed 
Yaztd and his army. Yazid's army cut his head off. He is 
buried outside the gate of the city. The place is famous as the 
"Mazar of Yahya Shaheed,' 

Damascus the final halt: 

Damascus was the capital of Syria like it is today, this is \ \ 
where the Ameer of Sham Muaviya Ibne Abu Sufiyan ruled \ \ 
for thirty-nine years. He was buried here bul there is no trace o 
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of hts grave and no one knows his name. This is miracle of 
Nature. Detail may bo seen in my Book "Hadees-e-lshq" 

The Arrival in Damascus 

The aggrieved Caravan entered the city on 1 si of Safar 
61 Hijra. Yazid ordered for the caravan to be waiting at the 
gate of the city in Baab-us-Saat but for some reason it 
entered the city through Baab-e-Subs. They .wbre allowed to 
enter it after the oily was fully decorated, 

It was like a festival with people attired in gaudy dresses 
and the shops well decorated. They heard the tumult and saw 
Shimr Ziljoshan marching ahead with the head of Imam 
Hu sain (3.5} on his spear and the other 71/72 heads elevated 
on spears following him. These are the heads of Martyrs of 
Karbala, some are of Kins of Prophet Muhammad(pbuh) and 
some are of their companions. Leading all the heads is the 
head of the grandson of Muhammad(pbuh) which did not 
surrender 1 ^at any cost, though severed from the body it 
stands elevated on spear and commands a very high status 
in the world even today. This is the same Imam Husain(a.s) 
about whom the Prophets tun) had said:

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THE RELEASE OF THE 
AHLE BAYT 

No one is certain about the period of their imprisonment 
in Damascus. Majority of People wore not literate in those 
J days and there were only a seJec! few who recorded the 
J incidents on paper. With the efforts of such people we have 
! been able to know lhe historical events, although it is very 
difficult to believe that it all happened exactly as they wrote 
because the records differ from writer to writer. 

When Yazid foresaw horrible consequences of his sins, 
ho was convinced'1 hat keeping the Able Bayt in prison any 
longer will be vulnerable to his power, he called Syedus 
Sajjadta.s) in his court, had him seated by the side of himself, 
looked at him very affectionately and said: 

"May Allah curse Ibne Ziyad who treated your tat her in 
[his way. Had Imam Husain(a.s) and me me I face lo face I 
would have replied posilively lo all his desires". After this he 
said: 

"I am releasing you all, you are free to live in 
Damascus, go to Madina or wherever you please." 

The Imam profered to act upon the advise of Bibi 
Zainab(s.a). tt was then decided that the caravan of Able Bayt 
would go to Madina from Damcsus. Yazid agreed to this and 
ordered fort ho preparations of the journey.

After sometime he left for Damascus 
J {Detail contained fn previous pages) whore he had his 
business and owned some land in the suburbs of Rawjya. Ho 
wrote a letter to Bibi Zainab asking her to come to Damascus. 
Though she was faced with such humiliation in Damascus 
only months ago she in amenability of hor husband left for 
Damascus but died before she could reach Abdullah's land in 
Hawiya, 

How could she settle or stay In that Damascus where 
she had passed through such treacherous and tragic lime? 

She must have recollected all Ihe events from Karbala

Able Bayl. AH these events and circumstances Lei I the world 
to conclude thal the great lady Bihi Zainab was totally heart 
broken. The granddaughter of Frophetfpbuh) after the event of 
Karbala did not live more and in seventeen months lime left 
this mortal world, She died on 15th Rajab 62 Hijra. The 
grandfather and the granddaughter in Purgatory must have 
given condolence to each other and she must havo been 
very fondly and respectfully embraced by the Prophet(phuh), 

Though I have been to Damascus many times, the 
most memorable visit was my pilgrimage in 1994. After this 
journey I have written a travelogue named as Hadees-e-lshq, 
some pholographs of which are being given here. 

After going through the whole episode it is dear like

But during reading 
the I rage dies and writing (he events of "Sham- e-Ghariban" I \\ 
felt over and over again (hat (he time subtly flew and having 
been freed from the shackle of time and spaced I reached 
Maidaan-e-Karbala on 301h June 2003 that is,29th Rabi-us- 
Sani 1424 Hijra, I felt that I could see every thing and ali 
around without moving my eyes and turning my head. The 
whole pathos of "Yaum-e-Ashura“ in Karbala was vivid before 
my sight. All what t saw I want you also to see with me;

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I sometimes wonder and aim aggrieved at some of the 
Zakirs who when come to this pari of the tragedy are listless 
in iheir declamation and despite all the slogans and charade 
oF faith no one of them appears really impressed in himself 
but tries to impress the listeners. It seems that all the 
* outpourings are not coming from Iheir hearts bul only from the 
tongue. 

The aim of the Zakirs seems more to be prominent in 
society than to touch the hearts of the Ummah.
